Parliament. As'Parliament is summoned
by a writ of the Sovereign issued out of
Chancery at least thirty-fiv- e days previ-
ous to ita assembling, asd as, when a
new Parliament ia to be elected, the
Chancellor sends hia warrant to the
Clerk nf the Crown in Chancery to issue
writa to the ohenti to procure the eiec
tion of Knighta and Burgesses, the steps
rendered necessary by the new Reform
Bill have been taken. The old Parlia-
ment has been dissolved and a new oi.e
is abcut to meet.

The times of meeting of Parliament
and the duration of Parliaments have
frequently been a matter of controversy
in Great Britain. An act of Charles 11.
provides that Parliament shall not be in
termltted for above three years. But
since the Revolution, the Budget is
granted only for a year and the Crown is
compelled to summon Parliament annu
ally. Recently it has been customary
for Parliament to meet in annual session

hope that Ylrg'ni8) alisalb'slppi, Texas,
with possibly Maryland and Kentucky
also, will vote to ratify. Not merely to
remove the ban from the rebels of Wast
Virginia, Tennessee, etc., but to enable
them to jend to Congress the men of
their choice rather those whom
Congress will accept, they may be in-

duced to give such a measure a hearty
support.

We propose no truck and dicker no
compromise. We urge the enfrancise-me- nt

of the blacks bscause it is just, be
neflcent and wise; we urge the enfran-
chisement of the rebels for the same
reason. There are men among them

deserve no favor, as there are blacks
(and whites too) incapable of exercising
Intelligently the right of guffrage but
but we general provisions
to individual cases. If it be deemed es-

sential to swear every person thus en-

franchised not to uso his restored right
to deprive others of the same, just set
your swearers at work; but we do not,
think it necessary. There are free States

after an earnest struggle, and afterwardj
aistrancnising them, .uorranehisement,
once iatriy carried over organized resin
ance, ia carried forever.
